As Malaria ‘Guinea Pigs’ 


A new phase in the battle against a 
persistent enemy of man is going on at the 
south end of Boulevard, at the Federal 
Penitentiary. 

“For the third time since 1944,” says 
The Atlantian, the prisoners’ publication 
at the penitentiary, “the United States 
Public Health Service is utilizing Volun- 
teers from the men in the Atlanta peni- 
tentiary in the search for a knockout 
punch that-will put malaria on. the can- 
vas for a 10-count.” 

The objective this time is to find a 
cure that can be used by the Army in the 
field as well as by civilians and in hos- 
pitals. 

Atlanta was chosen for three reasons: 
The Anopheles mosquitoes for the tests 
are bred at Milledgeville, volunteers for 
previous tests who did not get to partici- 
pate now get their chance to help out, and 
the facilities from past projects. were al- 
ready set up at the penal institution here. 

U.S. health officials have high praise 
for “the willingness, selflessness and com- 
‘plete cooperation” of Atiant® prisoners in 
the past. They know they can count on 
those qualities again. 

The volunteer “guinea pigs” at the 
Federal Penitentiary have earned the 
thanks and admiration of all Americans. 
Not only are they trying to pay a debt to 
society, but by their free will participa- 
tion In the malaria tests they are paying 
that debt with interest.

I didn't leave the service 
because of pay or any disabling 
loss of “fringe” benefits. I was 
satisfied with my living quarters 
and the food was finer than I can 
find in comparable civilian cafe- 
terias and the like. 

But let us look at the ‘‘job” af- 
forded to the top flight technicians 
and you will find the real reason 
we are leaving and they will con- 
tinue until someone has the ‘‘guts’’ 
to straighten the mess out. The 
armedservices have heen tnfil- 
trated all right and they are guilty 
of ‘‘coddling’’ but Communists are 
not the destroying: evils. It lies in 
the hordes of men who are using 
the services as a 20 or 30-year 
vacation and are there only sweat- 
ing their time out. 


Primarily, the strongest body 
exists among the career civilians, 
but the crop of draft-dodging ROTC 
graduates ranks close second. 
They balk at orders without repri- 
mand. They care nothing about the 
capabilities of the military sub- 
ordinates and the only qualifica- 
tion they can quote is the wording 
of their college diploma. They in- 
terpret instructions and directives 
of higher headquarters to their own 
particular purpose. 

The armed services will regain 
many of their top people (including 
this writer) when they show an ef- 
fective plan designed to eliminate 
the ineffectives and laggards. When 
I hear sergeants complaining that 
they are in danger of losing their 
stripes because they are not carry- 
ing out the mission as directed by 
their commanding officer, then 
maybe I'll think about re-enlisting. 

I suggest that Mr. Talbott review 
the possibility of turning the mili 
tary back to the military, that the 
system of ROTC integration in- 
clude a required service of at least 
three years with at least three 
months of genuine basic training 
on the principles by which the 
armed forces are organized and 
operated, and that individuals who 
are entering the service be advised 
that they are entering & responsi- 
ble job which is interested in -mak- 
ing this nation secure from its foes.

Allies Straining 
Their Aid Position 


GENEVA — International conferences have 
their ups and downs, and this is one of those 
stages in which things are decidedly down. 


The story—seys,-“‘There were many coming and 
Nothing wears a person dewn like the constant movements 


No doubt the word was quickly 
spread around into the surrounding 
towns and a crowd of five thousand 
gathered. i

France and Britain apparently have gone isolationist and seem 
unconcerned about the possible loss of Southeast Asia and would 
make a deal tomorrow with Moscow if they could do so gracefully 
and without too much offense to America.

“partition” ..has..been an anath- 
ema. Then, out of a clear sky 
President Eisenhower discussed 
at his press conference the, idea 
of partition in principle. It was 
promptly seized upon here as 
meaning a repudiation of Dulles. 

Actually there wasn’t much dif- 


ference between what the Presi- 
dent.said and what the secretary 
was trying to accomplish, namely 
to achieve a ‘‘modus vivendi’’ in a 
military sense—but the European 
press distorted it. 

The cause is by no means lost 
here, however, and it is a good 
thing Secretary Dulles has de 
cided to go back to Washington 
for a brief interval,. because

with hospital insurance has _ in- 
creased from about 9.000.000 in 
1939 to nearly 93,000,000 at the 
present time.
